BYU’s  only  first  came  in  the 
steeplechase,  not  usually  run  by 


the  Cougars.  Bob  Richards  never- 
theless won  that  event  with  poise 
to  cop  the  national  crown. 

In  ail,  four  new  NCAA  records 
were  established  and  one  tied. 

BYU  led  the  field  after  Fri- 
day's events  with  a score  of  22 
points  on  opening  day  compai-ed 
with  UCLA’s  9.  The  Uclans  came 
on  strong  in  the  distance  events 
and  sprints  alike  on  Saturday, 
however,  while  the  Cougai-s  ap- 
GARY  HINES’  fourth  place 
finish  had  him  equalling  the  6-10 
he  jumped  in  the  conference  meet 
but  was  three  inches  under  the 


winning  height  of  7-1  by  Otis  Bur- 
rell of  Nevada.  The  second  and 
third  place  finishers  also  did  6-10, 
but  with  fewer  tries. 

Rockwell  was  three-tenths  of  a 
second  off  the  pace  in  the  high 
hurdles  completing  the  120-yard 
course  in  13.9  seconds  and  Pete 
Danna’s  triple  jump  of  49  feet,  5(4 
inches  was  1 foot  9'4  inches  behind 
the  leader. 

Next  year  the  Cougars  will  be 
on  a more  familiar  ground  as  the 
NCAA  finals  aa'e  slated  for  Provo 
and  the  BYU  .stadium  in  mid  June.

We  are  at  war  . , . declared  or  otherwise  it  is  still 

war. 

AT  STAKE  IN  VIETNAM  today  are  the  some  prin- 
ciples and  standards  which  Americans  have  fought  and 
died  for  through  a history  of  nearly  200  years. 

This  time  the  specific  causes  may  be  a little  less  clear 
than  they  were  at  some  other  times,  but  they  are  just  as 
real. 

“AT  STAKE,”  says  Secretaiy  of  Defense  Robert  S. 
McNamai’a,  “the  the  ability  of  the  free  world  to  block 
Communist  armed  aggression  and  prevent  the  loss  of  all 
of  Southeast  Asia,  a loss  which  in  its  ultimate  cons^ 
quences  could  drastically  alter  the  strategic  situation  in 
Asia  an  dth  ePacific  to  the  grave  detriment  of  our  security 
and  that  of  our  Allies. 

“While  fifteen  years  ago,  in  Korea,  Communist  ag- 
gression took  the  foiTn  of  an  overt  anned  attack,  today  in 
South  Vietnam  it  has  taken  the  foiTn  of  a large  scale  in- 
tensive guerrilla  operation.  . . . The  sturggle  there  has 
enormous  implications  for  the  security  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  fi’ee  world.  . . ” 

IN  VIETNAM  TODAY  we  have  men  giving  the  su- 
preme sacrifice  for  their  nation — so  others  might  live  in 
peace.  They  are  fighting  and  dying  for  one  pui’pose:  free- 
dom and  a way  of  life  that  goes  with  it. 

Too  often  we  forget. 

THESE  ARE  AMERICANS.  Boys  who  only  a decade 
ago  leaned  their  bikes  against  a country  fence  of  a berry 
patch  and  stole  an  afternoon  snack.  That  boy  with  the 
bike  now  can'ies  an  M-1. 

But  they  lay  down  that  gun  when  they  can.  Some 
of  them  were  providing  some  children  with  hot  soup  and 
clothing.  After  thinking  about  it  for  a while,  they  came 
up  with  ideas  that  would  help  them  reach  more  children 
in  the  area.  They  started  helping  children  in  seven  oiphan- 
ages.  They  asked  for  donations  of  food — clothing — and 
medicine  from  individuals  and  groups  in  the  United  States. 

THEY  INSTALLED  neon  lighting  and  rustproof 
screening.  They  got  refrigerators,  blankets,  mattress  pads 
and  mosquito  netting.  They  put  in  plumbing  and  drilled 
wells. 

They  built  dormitories,  fences,  sidewalks  and  play- 
gi’ound  equipment. 

TOO  OFTEN  WE  FORGET  . . . these  are  Americans 
with  half  a world  between  them  and  home.  Some  we  re- 
member . . . but  others  are  forgotten. 

At  Christmas  BYU  remembered  with  Operations 
Christmas  Card  and  received  the  heartfelt  thanks  of  many. 
But  some  of  these  men  haven’t  gotten  mail  since  then. 

WE  RECEIVED  A LETTER  from  the  men  of  the 
Fourth  Battallion,  Eleventh  Marines  telling  the  men  of  the 
. . . they’d  like  to  con’ect  the  situation.  As  a result  they’ve 
sent  the  names  of  11  marines  who  receive  little  or  no  mail 
— they’d  like  us  to  help  . . . and  like  most  young  American 
men,  we  think,  a letter  from  a pretty  coed  would  do  a world 
of  good  for  their  morale  ...  a fella’d  be  fine — but  a gal’d 
be  so  much  finer  ...  if  you  know  what  we  mean. 

Students  interested  in  corresponding  with  some  of 
these  men  should  contact  the  receptionist  in  the  ASBYU 
offices,  438  Wilkinson  Center. 

IF  THERE  IS  GOOD  ACCEPTANCE,  and  we  hope 
there  is.  Bob  Buniham,  chairman  of  the  activity,  plans  to 
attempt  to  expand  the  program  to  other  units. 

Let’s  remember  those  who  are  doing  so  much  for  us.

Malcolm  Smith,  chief  traffic 
judge  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, has  listed  four  things 
that  must  be  done  to  enable  a 
ticket  to  be  appeaied. 


WITHIN  SEVEN  calendar 
days  of  the  date  of  the  ticket 
bond  must  be  posted  or  right 
of  appeal  is  forfeited.  To  post 
bond  the  ticket  must  go  to  the 
Cashier’s  Office,  D-148  Smoot 
Admiinistration  Building,  and 
be  machine  validated  to  show 
that  it  has  been  paid. 


Judge  Smith  emphasizes, 
“Make  sure  that  you  receive 
you  pink  copy  of  the  ticket 
back  from  the  cashier;  you 
cannot  appeal  your  ticket  with- 
out it.” 


THE  NEXT  STEP  is  to  sched- 
ule an  appointment  in  111  Wil- 
kinson Center,  leaving  name, 
address,  and  phone  number. 


Also  in  111  Wilkinson  Center 
is  an  “Application  to  Appeal  a 
BYU  Traffic  Ticket”  form.  This 
is  the  third  step.  It  is  to  be  fill- 
ed out,  attach^  to  the  pink  tic- 
ket and  left  in  the  tray  on  the 
desk. 


THE  FINAL  STEP  is  to  ap- 
pear in  court  at  the  scheduled 
time.  Judge  Smith  says  that 
witnesses  may  be  brought  if 
necessary. 


“If  the  Court  finds  you  not 
guilty,  your  bond  will  be  re- 
funded,” said  Judge  Smith. 

Traffic  court,  according  to 
Judge  Smith,  is  in  session  Mon- 
day, Wednesday  and  Friday 
from  1 until  2 p.m.  and  on 
Thursday  evening  from  7 until 
8;30,  in  111  Wilkinson  Center.

THE  WRITTEN  and  oral  exami- 
nation is  given  throughout  the 
United  States  at  various  times  of 
the  year  and  is  considered  one  of 
the  toughest  the  government  has 
to  offer.

Dr.  William  R.  Phillips,  professor 
of  geology  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, has  been  awarded  his 
second  Hays-Fulbri^t  fellowship 
in  three  years.  He  will  go  to  An- 
kara, Turkey,  for  the  1966-67  school 
year. 

THE  HAYS-FULBRIGHT  grant 
is  sponsored  by  the  United  States 
government  and  provides  for  Am- 1 
ericans  to  go  abroad  under  one  of 
three  classifications:  lecturer,  re- 
searcher, or  student. 

In  1964  Dr.  Phillips  spent  a year 
in  Pakistan  as  a lecturer  under  a 
Hays-Fulbright  grant.  This  year  he 
will  be  a special  lecturer  in  min- 
eralogy and  economic  geology  at 
the  Middle  East  Techincal  Univer- 
sity in  Ankara. 

Dr.  Phillips  said  that  he  hopes  to 
investigate  some  of  the  many 
mines  found  near  Angara.  His  wife 
and  three  sons  will  accompany  him 
during  the  year.  His  family  also 
accompanied  him  during  his  year 
in  Pakistan. 

Dr.  Phillips  received  his  bache- 
lor’s degree  in  physics  from  the 


University  of  Utah,  and  his  M.S.  j 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  in  mineralogy  ■ 
from  the  same  school.  He  worked  I 
at  the  Kenneeott  Copper  Research  j 
Laboratory  in  Salt  Lake  City  be-  j 
fore  coming  to  BYU  in  1957.

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Y's  Johnny  Miller  Tops  A^nateurs 
In  National  Op  en  Golf  Tournament

Brigham  Young  University  golf- 
er John  Miller  finished  the  top 
amateur  in  the  U.S.  Open  this 
weekend  and  in  the  process  reaped 
carloads  of  naticsial  publicity. 

MILLER,  who  recently  turned  19, 
finished  ahead  of  such  professional 
golf  luminaries  as  Tony  Lema,  Don 
January,  Ben  Hogan  and  tied  with 
Doug  Sanders  and  Lionel  Hebert. 
The  slim,  blond-haired  BYU  stu- 
dent fired  a four-over  par  74  on  his 
last  round  to  finish  the  72  holes 
with  a 290— ten  over  par.  It  was 
good  enough  for  8th. 

Playing  on  his  home  course,  the 
tight  Olympic  Country  Club  in  San 
Francisco,  Miller  carded  an  even- 
p^  70  in  his  first  round.  That  put 
him  among  the  tournament  leaders 
and  he  never  relinquished  the  posi- 
tiwi.

HIS  SECOND  round  was  a two- 


over  72  while  his  last  two  rounds 
were  74’s.  Saturday,  Miller  enjoyed 
national  television  airing  as  he  and 
former  U.S.  Open  champion  Jack 
Nicklaus  toured  the  course. 

On  the  par  three  15th  at  Olympic, 
Miller  and  Nicklaus  both  landed  in 
the  short  rough  to  the  left  of  the 
green.  Johnny  chipped  once  and  it 
went  only  about  two  yards.  His 
next  attempt  at  a chip  shot,  though, 
went  straight  for  the  pin  and 
dropped  in  for  his  par. 

THE  HUSKY  Nicklaus,  who  fin- 
ished the  tournament  in  third  place, 
termed  Miller’s  performance  “quite 
impressive.” 

“He’s  a very  good  young  golfer,” 
Nicklaus  commented.  Only  a few 
years  before  Big  Jack  was  in  Mil- 
ler’s position  as  the  top  amateur 
in  the  field.  “He’s  going  to  fill  out 
a bit,  put  some  meat  on  his  bones 
and  hit  farther,”  Nicklaus  com- 
mented.

OUTSIDE  his  parents  and  fri- 
ends, though  the  happiest  person 
conpected  with  Miller’s  victory  has 
to  be  BYU  coach  Karl  Tucker.
